The revolver was held so close to the 


head of cashier Davis that the concussion 
knocked him down. 


The robbers then demanded money from 
Win. Hopson. 


Ha handed them a tray of counter change 
containing $044.25. Taking this, they left 
immediately without an attempt to get the 
cash in the vault. 


The noise of the shots spread the alarm, 


and within five minutes an armed and 
mounted posse was in pursuit,but all traces 
were loat after a short distance. 


Tbe weather was very foggy, and it was 


impossible to see more than 200 yards.

The City Charter. 


Mr. Smith then got down to his real sub- 
ject, the citv charter, and began by ex- 
plaining its differences from the one acted 
upon last year, together with changes made 
by the commissioners. These changes 
were enumerated. If you vote "no" on 
the first question, tbe present charter will 
remain, but if "yes" the changes as enutn 
erated are accepted. There aie then six 
or seven questions to be voted upon, all 
relating to officers not elected by the peo- 
ple, 
while one is to determine whether or 


not the overseers of the poor will be elect- 
ed by the council or the people, one from 
each ward. The board of trade, said he, 
has not accepted any charter or any 
part of U. We have sought to take the 
original charter as a base and Had out tbe 
important questions ou which the people 
differ and put them into the revision 
The 


board is not forcing a charter on the peo- 
ple 
It is giving the public for their con- 


sideration a revision of the original char- 
ter. 


No copies of the charter could be se- 


cured for the meeting, and so tbe secretary 
concluded by .stating that he merely wished 
to bring the board's position before the 
people. 


President Charles E. Adams said a few 


words on tbe matter. 


D. A. Sullivan asked Secretary Smith if 


the whole trend of the charter wasn't to 
take the power away from the common 
council and give it to the aldermen, aud 
the latter said that he was a common coun- 
cil man every time, as be believed in popu- 
lar government. But his reason lor shift 
ing power to the mayor was because 10- 
sponaibility can be fixed on the mayor,who 
is elected by the people, while no responsi- 
bility can be fixed on one common council- 
man, and he believed in fixing tbe respons- 
ibility.

ANARCHISTS 


Their Privileges Discussed 


in British Parliament. 


JOHN BURNS CONCEDES THEIR 


RIGHT TO MEET. 


Probability That Their Meetings Will 


Be Suppressed. 


LONDON, Nnv. 15.— There w»s an excitii g 


fmuiesioii 
<>f anirchyaud the rights ol 


Englishmen to:t^se:nble and commemorate 
the death of the Cine tfio anarchists in th • 
house o( commons yesterdwy afternoon 
The discussion was one of the most hveiy 
In the house lor u long time past, and it 
led 10 the Gladstone government being 


j roundly denounced for permitting such 
demo istratious, the Conservative opposi- 
tion having evidently determined to use 
the recent 
Trafalgar square meeting 


(whore anarchists assembled in sympathy 
with the anarchists of Chicago, and those 
of Bnrtelona) ns n strong argument against 
the Liiberiil administration. 


The excitement commenced when Henry 


Asquith, secretary of sUte for home 
affairs, replysna to a question pat by 
Charles J. Darling (Conservative-Union- 
ist), declared that it was inconsistent with 
public interests to tiive an opinion as to 
whether the anarchists now active on the 
continent were or were not i^iown to be 
connected with the anarchists of Great 
Britain. 


It was evident that from the manner in 


w hich Mr. Darling's question was put and 
from the way in ubich the home secretary 
met it that both 1 he government and the 
opposition were prepared to look horns 
over the anarchist question, and in view 
of the recent dynamite outrage at Barce- 
lona, the passage at arms between the 
home secretary mid Mr. Darling attracted 
considerable attention. 


Darting'* Ground*. 


Mr, Darling, soon after his first ques- 


tion, arose and moved to aUjc|*-n In order 
to call attention to the use •%)* Trafalgar 
square as a meeting placa for anarchists 
who openly gloried in the outrages at Chi- 
cago and Barcelona. Mr. Darling, during 
the course of his remarks, said it was the 
duty of Mr. Aaquith, as home secretary, to 
have asserted himself as to the objects of 
the meeting at Trafalgar square before 
permitting it to take place. The object of 
this gathering of English anarchists was 
plainly announced 
in the newspapers 


aomo days ahead, and was: 


"To commemorate the so-called anar- 


efclst martyrs of Chicago and persons of 
the Mine class who engaged in similar 
outrages with the same objects in view as 
that Nt Barcelona." 


Continuing, Mr. Darling reviewed the 


doings of the anarchists at Chicago and 
rcfemd to the recent bomb outrage at the 
Iilcco theater io. Barcelona, condemning 
them in warm terms and asserting that it 
would ba difficult for England to live on 
terms of friendship with other countries if 
she protected men of the elans of those who 
net on Trafalgar square. 


Arthur J. Balfour (Conservative leader), 
supported. Mr. Darling's motion in a 
speech, during which he strongly cen- 
sured the government for permitting the 
anarchists' meeting at Trafalgar square, 
In view of the fact that the anarchists 
aimed at the absolute destruction of ex- 
isting society and from the fact that the 
meeting was clearly 
and distinctly a 


breach of the law. Mr. Balfour's speech 
was loudly cheered by the Conservatives 
wad Unionists. 


Ilarna to the Defenie. 


John Burns, the labor leader, defended 


the Trafalgar square meeting as being a 
protest against the action of the Chicago 
police, saying it was not fair to conntct a 
peaceable meeting on Trafalgar square 
with the Barcelona dynamite outrage. 
Mr. Burns appealed to the house to ignore 
the "stupid vaporing*" of a few men 
whom be had no sympathy with. Mr. 
Burns also said: "These men were well 
within their political rights as citizens in 
protesting against the legal murders of 
the Chicago anarchists." 


Mr. Burns' remarks were greeted with. 


loud cries of "Oh!" 
from those on the 


benches. Home Secretary Asquith, reply- 
ing to the attack of Mr. Darlin.tr, said the 
latter had given the anarcuiaui a gratui- 
tous advertisement, as the meeting on 
Trafalgar square was insignificant and 
not illegal and was rewarded as a safety 
valve to feelings which were only dan- 
gerous when not suppressed or watched. 
Mr. Asquith also said that the government 
held necessary supervision over 
such 


meetings, ami expressed the hope that Mr. 
Darling's motion would not be adopted. 


The motion to adjourn in order to call 


attention to the Trafalgar meeting was 
negatived without a decision.

We Jove, aud 
those we love die, and we oling to tbe 
hope, to tbe wi«h, that we may meet 
again. Love was tha iir*t to dream of im- 
mortality, and as long as we love we shall 
hone."

Tho City Charter. 


Mr. Smith then got down to his real sub- 
ject, the city charter, and began by ex- 
plaining its diff'-reuces from the one acted 
upon last year, together with changes made 
by the commissioners. These changes 
were enumerated. If you vote "no"' on 
the first ryieg.tion, the present charter will 
remain, but if "yes" the changes as enum- 
erated are accepted. There are then six 
or seven questions to be voted upon, all 
relating to officers not elected by the peo- 
ple, while one Is to determine whether or 
not the overseers of the poor will be elect- 
ed by the council or tbe people, one from 
each ward. The board of trade, said he, 
has not accepted any charter or any 
part of it. 
We have sought to take the 


original charter as a base and find out the 
important questions on which the people 
differ arid put them into the revision 
The 


board is not forcing a charter on the peo- 
ple 
It is giving Hie public for their con- 


sideration a revision of the original char- 
ter. 


No copies of the charter coul*! be se- 


cured for the meeting, and so the secretary 
concluded by stating that he merely wished 
lo bring the board's position before the 
people.

In British Parliament. 


JOHN BURNS CONCEDES THEIR 


RIGHT TO MEET. 


Probability That Their Meetings Will 


Be Suppressed. 


, Nov. 16.—There was on exciting 


iiscussion of anarchy and the rights of 
Englishmen to assemble and commemorate 
the death of the Chicago anarchists in the 
bouse of commons yesterday afternoon. 
The discussion waa one of the most lively 
(a the'house for along time past, and it 
led to the Gladstone government being 
roundly denounced for permitting such 
demonstration?, the Conservative opposi- 
tion having evidently determined to uae 
the recent 
Trafalgar square meeting 


(where anarchists assembled in sympathy 
with the anarchists of Chicago, und those 
of Barcelona) as a strong argument agulast 
the Liberal administration. 


The excitement commenced whan Henry 


Asquith, secretary of state for home 
affairs, replying to a question put by 
Charles J. Darling (Conservative-Union- 
ist), declared that it was inconsistent with 
public interests to aive an opinion as to 
whether the anarchists now active on the 
continent were or were not l^iown to be 
connected with the anarchists of Great 
Britain. 


It was evident that from the manner in 


which Mr. Darling's question was pat and 
.from the way in which the home secretary 
met it that both the government and the 
opposition were prepared to lock horns 
over the anarchist question, and in view 
of the recent, dynamite outrage at Barce- 
lona, tbe passage at arms between the 
homu secretary and Mr. Darling attracted 
considerable attention. 


Darling'* Ground*. 


Mr. Darling, soon after his first ques- 


tion, arose aud moved to adjcArn in order 
to call attention to the use •^o* Trafalgar 
square as a meeting place for anarchists 
who openly gloried in the outrages at Chi- 
cago and Barcelona 
Mr. Darling, during 


the course of hi* remarks, said it was tbe 
duty of Mr. Asquitb, as home secretary, to 
have asserted himself as to tbe objects of 
tbe meeting at Trafalgar square before 
permitting it to take place. The object of 
this gathering of English anarchists waa 
plainly announced in the newspapers 
some days ahead, and was: 


"To commemorate the so-called anar- 
chist martyrs of Chicago and persons of 
the same class who engaged in similar 
outrages with the same objects in view as 
that at Barcelona.'* 


Continuing, Mr. Darling reviewed the 


doings of the anarchists at Chicago and 
referred to the recent bomb outrage at the 
LiSeco theaterj in Barcelona, condemning 
them in warcnrterms and asserting that it 
would be difficult for England to live on 
terms of friendship with other countries if 
she protected men of the class of those who 
met on Trafalgar square. 


Arthur J. Balfour (Conservative leader) 
supported Mr. Darling's motion 
in a 


speech, during which he strongly cen- 
sured the government for permitting the 
anarchists' meeting at Trafalgar square, 
in view of the fact that the anarchists 
aimed at the absolute destruction of ex- 
isting society and from the /act that the 
meeting was clearly and distinctly a 
breach of the law. Mr. Balfour's speech 
was loudly cheered by the Conservatives 
and Unionists. 


Barn* to the Defense. 


John Burns, the labor leader, defended 


the Trafalgar square meeting as being a 
protest against the action of the Chicago 
police, saying it waa not fair to connect a 
peaceable meeting on Trafalgar square 
with th'e Barcelona dynamite outrage. 
Mr. Burns appealed to the house to ignore 
the "stupid vaporing*" of a few men 
whom he,had no sympathy with. Mr. 
Burns also said: "These men were well 
wubin their political rights as citizens in 
protesting against the legal murders of 
tho Chicago anarchists." 


Mr. Burns' remurks were greeted with 


loud cries of "Oh!" from those on the 
benches. Home Secretary Asquith, reply- 
ing to the attack of Mr. Darling; said the 
latter had given the anarchists a gratui- 
tous advertisement, as the meeting on 
Trafalgar square was insignificant and 
not illegal and was regarded as a safety 
valve to feelings which were only dan- 
gerous wheii not suppressed or watched. 
Mr. Asquith alsosaid that tho government 
held 
neuessary supervision over 
such 


meetings, and expressed the hope that Mr. 
Darling's motion would not be adopted, 


The motion to adjourn in order to cull 


attention to the Trafalgar meeting was 
negatived without a decision.

SHE'S INSANE, 


MURDERESS TRIES TO KILL HER 


ATTENDANTS. 


She Hm'd a. Tiger's Verocity In Her At- 


tack — Narrow Uaoupe for the Attendant 
And the Sheriff.

Paul Halllday, the triple murderess, has 
become the terror of her attendants. 
Yesterday morning, while Mrs. Beecher, 
wife of the sheriff, was giving breakfast to 
her, she sprang at her like a tigress, 
clutched her by the throat, and soon would 
have strangled her had not the sheriff 
rushed to his wife's rescue.

BOSTOK, Nov. 15.—In a statement about

There waa a time when I waa not, after 
tihat I was, now I am, ana it may be that 
It is no more wonderful that I should con- 
tinue forever now that I have a start than 
it was that I should begin. We love, and 
those we love die, arid we cling to tl.o 
hope, to tbe wish, that we may meet 
again. Love was the first to dream of im- 
mortality, and as long a» we love we shall 
hope."

The exclteuittnt commenced when Henry 


Asqiiith, secretury of state for 
home 


affairs, replying to a question put by 
Charles J. Darling (Conservative-Union- 
ist), declared that it vf&S inconsistent with, 
public interests to sive an opinion as to 
whether the anarchists now accivo on the 
continent v?ero or were not I^iown to be 
connected with tho anarchists of Great 
Britain. 


It wns evident that from the manner in 


which Mr. Darling's question was put and 
.from the way iu which the home secretary 
met it that both the government and the 
opposition were prepared to lock horns 
over the anarchist question, and in view 
of the recent dynamite outrage 
afc Barce- 


lona, tbe passage at arms between tbe 
homo secL-ecury and Mr. Darliug attracted 
considerable attention, 


Darling's Grounds. 


Mr. Darling, soon after his first ques- 


tion, arose aud moved to adj^a/u iu order 
to cdll attention to the nae-^u* Trafalgar 
square as a meeting plnca for anarchists 
•who openly gloried in the outrages at Chi- 
cago and Barcelona, Mr. Darling, during 
tho course of his remarks, said it waa the 
duty of,Mr. Asquith, as home secretary, to 
have asserted himself as to the objects of 
tho meeting at Trafalgar square before 
permitting it to taka place. The object of 
this gathering of English anarchists was 
plainly announced 
in tha newspapers 


some days ahead, and was: 


"To commemorate the so-called anar- 


chist murtyrs of Chicago and persons of 
the same class who engaged in similar 
outrages with the same objects in view as 
that at Barcelona." 


Continuing, Mr. Darling reviewed the 


doiugs of the anarchists at ChicaRO and 
referred to the recent bomb outrage ab tha 
Licco theater;in Barcelona, condemning 
them in warat^terms -and asserting that ifc 
would be difficult for England to live on 
terms of friendship with other countries if 
she protected men of * tbe class of those who 
met on Trafalgar square. 


Arthur J. Balfour (Conservative leader) 


supported Mr. Darling's motion in a 
speech, during which he strongly cen- 
sured the government for permitting the 
anarchists' meeting at Trafalgar square, 
in view of the fact that the anarchists 
aimed ac the absolute destruction' ot ex- 
isting society and 'from the fact that the 
meeting was clearly and distinctly a 
breach of the law. Mr. Balfonr's speech 
was loudly cheered by the Conservatives 
and Unionists. 


Burns to the Defense. 


John Burns, the lahor leader, defended 


the Trafalgar square meeting as btiina a 
protest against the action of the Chicago 
police, saying it was not fair to conntct a 
peaceable meeting an Trafalgar square 
with th'e Barcelona dynamite outrage. 
Mr. Burns appealed to the house to ignore 
the "stupid vaporings" oC a few men 
wham he; had no sympathy with. Mr. 
Burns alao said: "These men were well 
within their political rights as oitizens in- 
protecting agflinst the legal murders of 
the Chicago anarchists." 


Mr. Burns' renv.trKB were greeted with 


loud cries of "Oh!" from those on the 
ben.cLies. Home Secretary Asquith, reply- 
ing to the attack of Mr. Darling, said, the 
latter had given the anarchists a gratui- 
tous advertisement, as the meeting on 
Trafalgar square wus insignificant and 
not illegal and WHS regarded us a safecy 
valve to feelings which were only dan-
